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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 08/13/2008, with respect to Claims 1- 
7, 9-20, 28, & 29 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of 
1 1 2, 1 02 & 1 03 have been withdrawn. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 08/13/2008 in regards to the restriction requirement 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The following reason is why: 
Applicants argue that the withdrawn claims 21-27 require the novel particle injector of 
newly amended Claim 1 . Claim 1 (newly amended as written) was not present in the 
original restriction requirement; therefore unity of invention was not present at that time. 

3. The restriction requirement is still deemed proper and has been made FINAL. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-7, 9-20, 28, & 29 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-7, 9- 
20, 28, & 29 recite a particle injector where the feeding-in aid is part of or integral to the 
particle injector.
